Basing his opinions on statis= 
tical compilation of information 
about actual cases before his and 
other juvenile courts in the Come 
monwealth, the special justice 
stated that six of every 10 juve= 


niles brought to court in this state 


have an IQ of 80 to 90, 

Putting children with this level 
of intelligence together for acade= 
mic instruction, even in regional 
schools, could spare them the 
sense of frustration and rejection 
that pushes many of them into anti= 
social behavior, the judge ex= 
plained, The court official said he 
knows this idea is unpopular with 
parents, but he expressed the view 
that those really interested in the 
emotional well being of a child in 
this ability category should re= 
spond to the proposal, 

Even greater success could be 
had, he said, if the brightest stu= 
dents in each school class could be 
interested in taking the dullest 
children under their wing, prevent= 
ing their rejection by the 
youngsters in between, The judge 
said he knows from experience, 
however, that this will not work, 
The parents of bright children do 
not want them to spend a great deal

Judge Perocchi stated bluntly 
that he regards reform schools in 
Massachusetts as inadequate and 
said that he is reluctant to’ sen= 
tence young people to them bee 
cause they neither rehabilitate 
their charges nor teach them a 
useful vacation, He placed the 
blame on reform school adminis= 
trators, 

In defense of juvenile court 
authorities, Judge Perocchi said 
he believes that there is great 
public misconception about the al- 
ternatives available to judges that 
must deal with youthful offenders, 
Such a judge can put a juvenile 
on probation or send him to re= 
form sChool, ‘‘If you don’t under= 
stand the background (of a pare 
ticular case), it is easy to believe 
the courts are soft,’® he said, 

Judge Perocchi told League 
members, many of whom are 
mothers of young children, that on 
the basis of statistics, five of them 
would have personal need of the 
kind of advice he was offering on 
the prevention of delinquency, He 
added that he knows at the outest 
when he sits across the table from 
a youthful offender that the child’s 
home, school and church have ale 
ready failed him, ‘‘If there hadn’t 
been suchfailures,’’ said the judge, 
**They wouldn’t be in court.””

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Editorial Comment 


Inevitable 


Andover, which was once far enough from metropolitan 
Boston to be considered a vacation retreat, is now in- 
extricably caught up in°the complexities of one of the 
major problems confronting the Eastern United States: 
mass transportation. 

The town may not like being swept into identification 
with megalopolis, but whether she likes it or not, Andover 
must think about the difficulties of moving masses of 
people from one place to another and the necessity for 
doing it cheaply and efficiently enough to keep a signifi- 
cant number of private vehicles off the highway during 
peak periods of traffic. 


Andover’s involuntary involvement with the MBTA is 


what forces the issue. The towa has already had to agree 
to subsidize MBTA rail travel in order to keep. a single 
train stopping here enroute to Boston. Now municipal 
officials must come to a decision about what position to 
take when the MBTA finally acquires the one bus company 
operating into this area, along with the deficit increased 
operating expenses are expected to produce in 1968. 

On the face of it, it seems most logical to persuade the 
MBTA that any deficits it incurs from operating buses to 
and from Andover be passed along in fare increases to 
passengers. This may not be so equitable a solution as it 
sounds, however. There are affluent bus riders in An- 
dover, a good many of them refugees from the ranks of 
displaced rail commuters. But there are others who depend 
on the bus because it has been, consistently, a transpor- 
tation bargain for people with limited income and for 
students traveling to and from a higher education in 
Boston. 

The chain of events brings the debate about private vs 
tax supported transportation close home and makes it im- 
perative that the Board of Selectmen think in terms of all 
the people in Greater Lawrence when it evaluates the 
various plans that are sure to be advanced before the 
problem is resolved. 

The MBTA was short sighted and politically inept when 
it went into a program for rapid transit to the South Shore 
without fully informing communities outside its district, 
well in advance, that disruption of the Mass. Street Rail- 
way Co.’s profitable operations to the South of Boston 


might eventually result in troubles for them. 

All the same, it was inevitable that communities like 
Andover would have to come to grips with the problems of 
mass transportation eventually. It is obvious now 
what a mistake it was to be so poorly prepared.

In her statement of last week, the president of the 
teachers’ association did not actually find fault with the 
fact that School Committee negotiators have asked Supt. 
Erickson for his advice, but rather with evidence to in- 
dicate that upon occasion his advice has influenced their 
posture in negotiations. 

The superintendent may well have prompted the School 
Committee negotiating team to take positions that are un- 
acceptable to the professional staff; Supt. Erickson has 
made little attempt to conceal his distaste for the basic 
concept of collective bargaining for school personnel. 
Nevertheless, part of his function as the school depart- 
ment’s chief administrator is to advise the School Com- 
mittee about anything at all that has a direct bearing 
upon the operation of public schools in Andover. Cer- 
tainly the terms of a contract applying to the whole of the 
teaching staff fits into this category 

The School Committee would be remiss if it did not 
consult with the superintendent about the effect various 


contract proposals could be expected to have on the 
quality and cost of our educational program and it would 
be remiss if it did not give considerable weight to his 
opinions, The AEA should expect this. 

What the association should do, when it feels that the 
School Committee is ill informed on professional matters, 
is marshall evidence and expert opinion to support its 
views. Perhaps the fact-finding hearing will prove to be a 
forum for the exchange of such information,

When the Dan Armstrong family 
planned a holiday trip to Europe 
and a reunion with their college= 
age daughter in England, they in- 
cluded Andover, England on their 
itinerary. 

Their aim was to bring Christ= 
mas and New Year’s greetings 
from the new Andover to the old 
one, foster friendly relations be=

Mayor C, Clark of England’s 
Andover asked the Armstrongs on 
their arrival Jan, 4, ‘‘Do you like 
to stand on ceremony?

Good, 
than I can relax,’’ and proceeded 
to entertain and inform the Ameri= 
can visitors with sherry and 
cookies, a tour of the town and a 
lively discussion of town issues, 
in company with Town Clerk 
Watley.
